' Lost 15 Days in Salt Mine,
Boy Subsists on Brine

GENESEO, N. Y., Aug. 260.
ANDERING about the recesses
of an unused passageway of the

Retso Mining Company’s salt mine
about a mile and a half from this
city, for the last 156 days, Keeping
nlive by cating salt brine, was the
story told today by Bennie Godow-
sky, who was found by a searching
party. He was still conscious when
found, although his body had turned
entirely black.
